Don’t Pass Up 
Good Planting Days 


THERE are 
years when the 
frost is not fully 
out of the ground 
until mid-April 
and in the far 
north it may still 


For the 
northern states 
of Mid-America 


be there in May. 
Plantings of trees, 
shrubs and vines 
can be done as 
soon as soil is frost-free. This means 
anywhere from early to late April in 
this part of the country. During the 
early days of the planting season the 
weather may be cold and discourag- 
ing, with the result that some of the 
early, and often best, days for plant- 
ing are ignored. This is unfortunate 
because our spring planting season is 
relatively short. Summer comes sud- 
denly, bringing hot days and drying 
winds that are hazardous to late plant- 
ings. The earlier the planting, the 
greater the chances of success. 
Trees, shrubs, evergreens and hardy 
vines should be planted in generous- 
size holes an inch or so deeper than 
they were growing previously. Previ- 
ous planting depth will be visible by 
soil markings at the bottom of stems 
and trunks. Loose soil should be 
packed around and over the root sys- 
tem until the hole is nearly filled, 
then the remaining space should be 
filled with water and re-filled once or 
twice as it settles. Then add the dry 
soil but always leave a depression at 
the surface to make watering easier. 
Dormant roses are planted in a 
similar way. Planting depth is de- 
termined by the position of the graft 
or bud union on the root (identified 
as a swelling or knob). This part of 
the plant should be in the ground a

couple of inches. This planting depth 
is recommended only in the North 
where sub zero winter temperatures 
prevail and make added protection 
necessary. Spring planting only is rec- 
ommended in the North and the ear- 
lier the better. If a rose bush is to be 
transplanted, that too should be done 
as early as possible, before it has 
started to sprout. 


Removing Mulch 


Winter coverings should be re. 
moved from perennial gardens, roses 
and spring flowering bulbs by mid- 
April in the St. Paul-Minneapolis area 
and possibly earlier south of there; 
later in the North. 

If removal of protective mulches is 
delayed because of uncertainties of 
weather, plants are often injured by 
mildew or molds. Spring flowering 
bulbs become victims of their protec- 
tive coverings if left covered too late. 
These plants start growing much ear- 
lier than other garden perennials but 
the new sprouts are not easily hurt by 
frost. They are much more likely to 
be injured by being left covered too 
late. 

Dead grass and debris accumulated 
in the lawn is best removed by sweep- 
ing with a lawn broom rather than 
a hard raking with a regular garden 
rake. Hard raking removes more 
dead grass than necessary (or de 
sirable) . 

The first fertilizing of the yar can 
be done right after the lawn 3b 
cleaned. If there are no directions, 4 
good rule is to apply enough fertilizer 
so there will be about two pounds of 
actual nitrogen to 1,000 square feet. 
This is determined by dividing the 
first number in the fertilizer formula 
into 100 and multiplying that num- 
ber by two. This is the sum in pounds 
of the fertilizer to use for 1,000 square 
feet.

Here in Kansas City, Missouri 
our area, these plants usually retain 
their eastern accent and play rather 
poor parts in our garden programs. 
Soil and climatic conditions here are 
generally not to their liking. However, 
the belief that they may be grown 
here successfully is strengthened by 
the fact that occasionally an old plant 
is observed that blooms annually and 
is apparently contented in this region 
of limestone soils and dry, hot sum- 
mer winds. 





Azalea growing here should not be 
undertaken by the average gardener 
who would simply plant and care for 
the azalea as he would a common 
hardy shrub.

will be to maintain an acid soil con- 


dition. However, here where summers 
are usually hot and dry, careful wa- 
tering is absolutely essential to the 
life of the plants. Use water from rain 
barrels or a pond if possible. Compet- 
ing tree roots deplete food and mois- 
ture and make azaleas unhappy. Lime 
or wood ashes should not be applied to 
the bed since they tend to decrease 
acidity. 

Cottonseed meal is a nitrogenous 
fertilizer in organic and acid form and 
may be applied yearly at about one- 
half pound per square yard. Alumi- 
num sulfate added to the soil also 
increases acidity. 

Soil tests should be made occasion- 
ally. If a test shows a pH of 6.5 to 
7.0, add one-half pound of aluminum 
sulfate per square yard. Use 34 pound 
if the test shows a pH of 7.0 to 8.0. 
Excessive amounts of aluminum sul- 
fate may injure plants, so take care 
in its application. A mixture which 
serves as a fertilizer and acidifying 
agent can be made as follows: 

10 lbs. sulfate of ammonia 

35 Ibs. superphosphate 

20 Ibs. sulfate of potash 

15 lbs. aluminum sulfate 

20 Ibs. cottonseed meal 

Small amounts of this mixture may 
be applied 
spring. 

A few kinds which may be tried in 
our area are the Kurume azaleas such 
as ‘Hinodegiri, ‘Apple Blossom,’ 
‘Christmas Cheer, and ‘Salmon 
Beauty; the Ghent hybrids (consid- 
ered quite hardy) ; the Mollis hybrids 
(the most popular here); R. mucro- 
natum, the snow azalea and the very 
early bloomer R. mucronulatum; the 
native R. catawbiense with many hy- 
brids such as roseum elegans and ‘Dr. 
Dresselhuys’ which are usually avail- 
able from local nurseries in early 
spring. Others which may be tried are 
poukhanense and Schlippenbachi.

Winter Damage; 
April Flowers; Lawns 


THE COLD 
weather of De- 
cember really 
took its toll of 
plants, espe- 
cially those that 
we enjoyed for 
their winter ef- b 
fost. Evergreen Victor H. Ries 
barberries were Ohio 
damaged for the 
first time in ten years. They will come 
up from the roots if not from the 
lower branches which were covered 
by snow. Some of the new azaleas 
which I planted last fall and had 
never seen in bloom — well, maybe 
they will bloom next year. One 30- 
year-old rose bush, ‘Mrs. Finch,’ that 
has never been nipped before, is dead 
to the ground. As spring progresses 
undoubtedly more damage will show 
up. Some will not be really evident 
until hot weather in July. 

Have you ever tried achimenes? 
They are an old fashioned summer 
flowering bulb now listed in catalogs 
mostly as mixed colors but occasion- 
ally as named varieties. Bulbs look 
like less than nothing. Plant them in 
a mixture of soil, sand and peat in a 
shallow pan or dish. Plant one-half 
inch deep and place in a sunny win- 
dow. After it warms up in June I 
plant them right in the ground along 
the north side of the house and along 
shady paths. They will bloom all sum- 
mer. Some folks plant them in straw- 
berry jars and use them for shaded 
parts of the patio. Try them. 

It is not too early to start con- 
trolling slugs and sow bugs, especially 
around seed beds, cold frames and in 
shaded areas. Use one of the prepared 
baits containing metaldehyde or a 
dust containing it. Apply every ten 
days or so. 

Does your neighbor carefully rake 
every bit of dead grass and some live 
grass out of his lawn and then buy 
peat to replace the organic matter he 
has so completely removed? If you 
have the same compulsion, use a 
wooden hay rake for all it can pull 
out will be a few dead leaves and 
twigs. After all, that dead grass cost 
money and lots of work to produce, 
so why not compost it right on the 
lawn? And instead of spending money

for grass seed (which most lawns do 
not need) spend it for fertilizer. Be. 
fore you lime your lawn, check with 
your county agricultural agent to 
make sure it needs it. In Ohio for 
instance it is seldom needed, but how 
people put it on! Cheer up, it is good 
for dandelions in case you are grow- 
ing them for greens or liquid refresh- 
ments.

Did you have trouble with bag. 
worms on your evergreens last year? 
If so, pick off the bags and bum 
them before the eggs hatch. This will 
be in May except in the extreme 
south. No spray will get them now or 
until they hatch. Then I like to use 
malathion since DDT (which also 
gets them) encourages spider mites 
(red spider) by killing the insects 
which eat them. 

Anything that has flowers now gives 
you twice the kick of those that do 
not bloom until summer. Lenten roses 
are in their prime, daffodils, fritil- 
larias, squills, the species tulips, hya- 
cinth ‘Borah, Ornithogalum nutans, 
and all the little rock plants such as 
aubrieta, arabis, Campanula garganica 
and muralis, and hardy alyssum. Some 
of these you will have to grow from 
seed since so few nurseries grow these 
little fellows. Don’t forget hen and 
chickens. You may have one or two 


kinds but there are at least 75 avail- 
able.

(Lithospermum Gmelini). On a hill- 
side facing the lake, the large modern 
rose garden is laid out in fan shape. 
The handle of the fan is the stone pa- 
vilion. The camellia garden is nestled 
in hills, among aged rocks. Overhead 
giant trees make dappled shade. 
When the camellias and azaleas have 


| finished blooming, many annuals and 


perennials take over to give color the 
year around. 

Daffodils nod gracefully from every 
hill. Along the cascades, tulips, pan- 
sies, violas and irises are massed. The 
Louisiana iris bog is resplendent. One 
may view these gorgeous beauties 
“eye to eye” for the bog is bisected 
with walks. Wild geese and ducks 
populate the lake, for this is a wild 
life refuge. 

Several huge greenhouses have a 
parade of flowers from all lands, in- 
cluding tropical blooming vines and 
orchids of many kinds. Looking 
through the glass one sees outside the 
“forest primeval.” 

Over all the giant long leaf pines 
sigh softly. Thirty-eight varieties grow 
here. This garden is open and beauti- 
ful the year around. It is located near 
Many, Louisiana, on highway 171. 
“Ya'll come.” 


Practical Matters 


It is time to spray camellias, gar- 
denias and other broad-leaf shrubs 
with an oil emulsion spray, mixed ac- 
cording to manufacturer’s direction. 

Watch for aphids and spray. Watch 
for caterpillars, especially in crab ap- 
ples and cherries, and destroy them! 
Any long runners that come from be- 
low the graft of a rose should be cut 
close and kept cut. This is root stock 
and if allowed to grow will suck the 
life from the grafted rose above. Ants 
are a nuisance; sift chlordane on 
their hills. 

Almost all seeds can be planted in 
the open this month. Give a thought 
to flowers that will take the hot sun 
in summer. Tithonia, with orange 
daisy-like blooms and satin stems, is 
good for background. Alternanthera 
makes either gay borders or swatches 
of color in an annual bed. Celosias, 
balsam, verbena, periwinkle and _ pe- 
tunias are all heat lovers. Portulaca 
is gay in a hot dry location. 

Water lilies may be set in pools 
now, and pools cleaned. Lilies need 
about a foot of water above their 


crowns. They bloom best in full sun, 
Each lily should have a bushel of good 
soil and a six foot spread of water, 
In small pools the pygmy lilies are 
dainty and sweet. Goldfish or 
nows should be added for 


protection.

To really appreciate this change in 
seasons, take a walk through the coun- 
tryside. The dogwood should be show- 
ing some color. This small tree do- 
mesticates easily. I have seen beauti- 
ful specimens as far west as Lubbock, 
Texas, being grown in protected spots. 
The dogwood trails will be open in 
Palestine, Texas, during the first ten 
days of April. If you have not been 
successful in growing dogwood, try 
again. For special hints on growing it, 
write to the Tulsa Garden Center, 
2415 South Peoria, Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
I have always believed that the real 
problem was to acclimate the eastern 
dogwood (Cornus florida) to western 
conditions. Now I read that attempts 
are being made to acclimate the west- 
ern dogwood (C. Nuttalli) to eastern 
conditions! Several other native flow- 
ering trees adapt themselves well to 
gardens here—the red bud, black haw, 
red haw and huckleberry. 

It is time to “sprout” the tubers of 
caladiums and tuberous begonias for 
planting out next month or later. 
These tubers should be placed upside 
down in flats or trays of wet peat moss 
or sphagnum moss and kept for sev- 
eral days until the roots and growing 
points show growth. Then they are 
potted (right side up) in a mixture of 
compost, sand and garden loam and 
allowed to grow.

or rough grades before any planting 
is done. A heavy application of am- 
monium sulfate will kill foreign 
grasses and weeds and stimulate the 
growth of Bermuda for some 30 days 
in established lawns. Bermuda con- 
tinues to be the old reliable grass for 
this area. Several selected strains are 
beginning to come into the trade now. 
T-47 is considered to be one of the 
best as it appears to be resistant to 
drouth, heat and cold, makes a tigliter 
turf and bears traffic better than the 
common variety of Bermuda. It is 
easily propagated by sprigs or stolons. 

Clean and repair the lily pools 
early, before new growth starts on 
the lilies and the fish begin to spawn 
Add plant food to the lily boxes and 
cover with fresh sand to keep the 
water clean. This is the best month 
to rework the rock garden and plant 
it. Choose plants that are free-flower- 
ing, dwarf and neat in habit of 
growth. Start early your program of 
feeding, watering and sanitation on 
roses. Aphids and black spot will 
really move in on the tender shoots 
of roses and other plants. Malathion 
continues to be as good as any in- 
secticide for aphids and like critters. 
Captan is one of the most effective 
fungicides for black spot. 


Ways To Combat 
Fire-blight on Fruit 


FiIRE-BLIGHT is 
a bacterial dis- 
ease that attacks 
a number of 
different woody 
plants in the 
apple family. Af- 
fected are apple, 
crabapple, pear, 
mountain ash, 
hawthorn and 
cotoneaster, to name a few. The dis- 
ease is often spread by bees during 
pollination. It can be carried by mois- 
ture and may spread to other trees 
or parts of trees through splashing 
rains. New growth seems most sus- 
ceptible. 

In general, pears are the most sus- 
ceptible plants to this disease. The 
most evident symptom of fire-blight 
is the blackened or browned stems and 
leaves of new growth at the tips of 
the branches; infected flower clusters

or partly developed fruit will appear 
similarly scorched as though seared 
by a blowtorch. When the disease 
enters older wood, infected parts look 
sunken, wrinkled, and when cut ap- 
pear brown and dead. The sunken 
tissues are known as cankers. Once 
the disease enters the main trunks of 
trees, there is little that can be done 
to control it. 

The disease strikes in areas where 
the growing season is wet and damp. 
It is less likely to be serious where 
air is dry and not humid. One way 
of overcoming it is to plant fire-blight 
resistant varieties. County agents or 
extension horticulturists can provide 
lists for your locality. 

Pruning out newly infected parts 
can help reduce disease spread. Cut 
at least six inches below the region 
that appears infected. Disinfect prun- 
ing tools in alcohol or in mercuric 
chloride solution one part to 500 with 
water (it is highly poisonous) before 
each cut. If infection has entered the 
main part of the tree, pruning is of 
little value. 

It is useless to discourage the bees, 
since they bring about cross-pollina- 
tion necessary to get fruit. One possi- 
ble solution suggested by a_ plant 
pathologist is to dust the entrance to 
bee hives with a fungicide like ferbam. 
Whether this is effective, and whether 
it might harm the bees, are things that 
need further research. The best pre- 
caution at present against fire-blight 
is to spray the trees during the pollina- 
tion period with a weak Bordeaux 
mixture or an antibiotic spray (Agri- 
mycin, Streptomycin, Agri-Strep). 
The spray should be applied just as 
trees are coming into bloom. 

Occasionally gardeners ask why 
their fruit trees fail to set fruit. There 
are many reasons. A number of kinds 
cannot set fruit from their own pollen. 
A mate must be provided to furnish 
pollen. This is very true of apples—it’s 
always wise to plant at least two or 
more trees, 
varieties. Late frosts sometimes kill 
flower blossoms, or bad weather at 
blossom time may restrict bee activity 
resulting in low pollination. These 
are just a few reasons for poor fruit 
set. 

Now is the time to rake dead leaves 
and grass out of the lawn and prepare 
for new growth. Snow-mold may have 
attacked a lawn leaving dead patches 
—treatment with a fungicide such as 
Tersan will help control such disease.

Plant at Your Own Convenience 


Using Tar Paper Pots 


No LONGER do you have to rush to 
get all your shrubs and trees in the 
ground in the short planting time of 
spring. With up-to-date nursery meth- 
ods and the use of pots you can ex- 
tend the planting season to fit your 
own convenience. If you live in a 
small town, and the local nursery does 
not sell plants in containers you can 
do your own. (See diagram). 

These pots are a boon to gardeners. 
You can order shrubs early to get a 
wide selection and pot them up until 
you can plant them. This is so much 
better than healing them in, for it 
gives the plants a good start. Do you 
have to move to a new house? Put 
your favorite shrubs in pots and take 
them along, and they will hardly know 
they have been moved. Is construction 
work tearing up part of the garden? 
Pot the plants into containers and set 
them to one side in a shady spot until 
the workmen are through trampling 
around, then back they go. For a 
place where you are not sure what to 
plant, group the proposed shrubs in 
their pots until satisfied with the pic-

ture before planting. 

If you plan to move fairly large 
shrubs, evergreens or trees during hot 
weather, prepare the plant a day be- 
fore for moving by digging a trench 
around it and soaking it well with 
water. Prune it back one-third, re- 
moving some branches back to the 
ground if it is a flowering shrub, spray 
it with Wiltpruf plastic spray, and 
move it late in the day or on a cloudy 
day with as much dirt around it as 
possible. Pack dirt firmly into the pot, 
water well, and set in a shady place 
and keep moist until ready to plant. 

Now, when you are ready for per- 
manent planting, take off the tar pa- 
per and set the plant gently into the 
prepared hole. Firm the soil around it 
and water. Any transplanting is some 
shock, so pamper your plants the first 
year while they are convalescing. Fer- 
tilize several weeks after setting them 
out and water well twice a month. If 
evergreens show signs of weakness, 
spray with a liquid fertilizer like Ra- 
Pid-Gro which is absorbed through 
the foliage. # 


Use roofing paper which comes in three foot rolls and can be bought in any length. 
For an average pot cut a piece about 26 inches long and 12 inches wide, punch two 
holes at the ends at places two and six inches down from the top; put string through 
and tie. Make five or six cuts four inches up around the bottom, and bend up at right 
angles. If you pick up filled pots holding onto the bottom you will not need any 


fastening to keep the bottoms closed.

Transplanting Trick

Dogs A TREE remember the sun? 
We all know that some seasons are 
better than others for doing our trans- 
planting, but how many of us make 
a note of the sun’s direction and in- 
clude it in our transplanting plans? 

My grandfather taught me _ this 
trick of transplanting trees and 
flowers. An amateur gardener in 
Lake Linden, Michigan, he has per- 
fect hedges and carefully pruned or- 
namental trees that have brought 
many neighbors to ask him for gar- 
dening and 
grandfather's 


pruning advice. My 
particular pride is a 
number of arbor-vitae hedges com- 
posed entirely of plants taken as seed- 
lings from the swamps and marshes 
of Upper Michigan woodland which 
surround the town. For nearly 30 
years the hedge has been a showpiece. 

Grandfather began the hedge with 
94 seedlings. Each had soil wrapped 
around its roots with burlap as it was 
dug from the native ground, and the 
routine of transplanting was observed. 
But before removing a tree from its 
grandfather at- 
tached to each seedling a marker of 
red wool, on the eastern side of the 
tree. 

Of the 94 plants only two failed to 
survive the transplanting. Grand- 
father’s explanation: they were all 
replanted with the red wool marker 
facing east, greeting the morning sun 
as usual.

In NeosHo, Missouri, hardly a house or place of 
business is built these days without a planter box or 
provision for a flower box. This bustling town of 7,500 
in the southwest Missouri Ozarks launched its flower box 
program four years ago and now the city boasts that it 
has almost as many flower boxes as people. 

The focal point of interest is the large Square with the 
Newton County Courthouse, its lawn and trees in the 
center. This two-story building literally “blossoms” with 
64 flower boxes cared for by the individual office- 
holders. Rivaling them for beauty, however, are 12 beds 
of flowers on the lawn cared for by the city’s gardener. 

Merchants around the Square all have flower or 
planter boxes out front and there is a friendly competi- 
tion between the four sides to achieve the most beautiful 
ones. Upstairs offices have fastened flower boxes to 
their window sills. 

Setting off this beautification are baskets of red 
geraniums hanging out over the street from the 40 
white-way light poles on the Square. 

Throwing away litter in the business district is a 
pleasure, for the city has provided ‘flowering trash 
receptacles.” Petunias bloom from the top of each 
receptacle. “Help Keep Our City Clean,” reminds a 
sign on the side of each one. 

Flowers have been planted in wheelbarrows, wooden 
tubs, pot-bellied stoves, washing machines and rubber 
tires. Last year a grocer brought home three grocery 
carts, painted them green and planted them with red, 
white and blue flowers. An old-fashioned treadle sewing 
machine made an appearance in a yard, with flowers 
planted in its top and opened drawers. A cream separator 
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Druggist Foster Evans’ pestle flower boxes were once the subject of a painting by Charles 


Banks Wilson in an issue of Ford Times. 


was turned into a flower box at one home. Even a baby 
buggy was planted with flowers. 

But despite the many original designs, the conventional 
rectangular flower boxes made of wood or sheet metal 
predominate. Back when the program was getting 
started, local lumber companies cut lumber to standard 
flower box sizes at cost, and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce formed an assembly line that built and sold 
boxes for as little as $2.50. Lumber and sheet metal 
firms still make and sell the boxes at reduced prices. 

Some people have even hung flower boxes from their 
garage windows. 

“The whole town is blooming,” as one man put it. 
How did all of this come about? 

Back in 1955 a group of residents applied to the New 
York Community Trust to sponsor an experimental 
project in civic beautification. The Trust, which man- 
ages over 100 charity funds dedicated to a variety of 
public uses, approved the project, suggested flower 
boxes as a starter, and made an initial grant of $5,000 
for prizes and expenses. 

The response was overwhelming. From the initial 
announcement until summer about 3,000 boxes were 
planted. About 825 entries were received for the first 
contest. A committee of prominent citizens was formed 
to administer the program, but it had plenty of help 
from the Chamber of Commerce, Garden Club, service 
clubs, churches, and schools. Local nurseries supplied 
plants at special rates. The city street department hauled 
in rich dirt and fertilizer and dumped it on a vacant lot. 
Residents came and got what they needed for their 
flower boxes free of charge.

The committee decided to have three judgings: one 
in June, one in late July and one in September. A fourth 
contest, a popularity vote, was held in October. The 
town was divided into 14 groups of competitors that 


first year and five prizes were offered in each group 
making a total of 210 prizes. The awards ranged from 
$100 down to $10. 

The same policy of three judgings each summer has 
been in effect each year, but the dates have varied 
depending upon the weather. 


The amount of the cash prizes has decreased each 
year. Last year the cash prizes were dropped altogether 
and dogwood trees were awarded in the residential 
districts. First place winners received a white and pink 
dogwood, second place a pink dogwood and third place 
a white dogwood. Winners in each division are also 
awarded plaques to hang on their boxes. 

The New York Community Trust gave Neosho alto 
gether $12,000 for the flower box program. There were 
grants of $5,000 each in 1955 and 1956, and two addi- 
tional grants of $1,000 each, one in 1956 for printing 
folders to advertise the program, and one in 1957, half 
earmarked for a movie and colored slides and the other 
half “$5 for effort” prizes. Each year the citizens have 
also raised funds, with the amount increasing annually. 
Last year over $2,000 was raised by the financial com- 
mittee. The city is now supporting the program entirely 
with its own funds. 

Judges have come from nearby cities and have included 
many persons prominent in the flower growing field. 
Before each judging, garden club members have con-

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ducted a preliminary screening of flower boxes. 

The second season was kicked off by a Flower Box 
Festival in May featuring a Maypole dance, parade, 
choral concert and dance. Later years have brought 
theatrical presentations, an aerial thrill show, fishing 
derby, a parade, bicycle and sack races and other con- 
tests, a town picnic and fireworks. 

Each year a flower box queen has been crowned. 

In 1957 hanging baskets were added on the Square. 
Last year 20 signs were installed directing tourists to 
the Square from the highways, maps were painted, and 
color postcards showing the Square were placed on sale. 
The “Best Backyard” contest was also started. 

The most talked about innovation of the 1958 season 
was the “Manure Days.” Street department trucks 
toured the city four days in April depositing a mixture 
of rich dirt, well-rotted barnyard manure and sand in 
tubs, baskets and other containers residents had left at 
curbside. The mixture was used in flower boxes. Fifty- 
two loads totaling 208 cubic yards were distributed, more 
than four times the amount used the year before when 
residents picked up their own dirt and manure. 

Neoshoans have found petunias and geraniums the 
best flowers for boxes. Don Barnett, a Neosho florist, 
says he likes to plant the geraniums toward the back to 
give height and the petunias in front to cascade over 
the box. There are also many foliage-type plants used 
such as coleus and caladiums. 

In the winter of 1957-58 the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce inaugurated winter beautification through 
the planting of evergreens in the flower boxes. Last 
year several merchants left their evergreens and planted 
geraniums between them—creating a new flower box 
arrangement. 
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Neoshc is not a town of large houses, but almost every 
home in every neighborhood has a flower box. Neosho 


estimates it has as many flower boxes as people (about 
7,500). 


The flower box program has boosted civic pride. Bond 
issues to expand the city’s school and water system were 
passed, as was an annexation measure that more than 
doubled the city’s area. A planning commission was 
appointed and zoning laws enacted. 

The farmers have joined in by repairing sagging gates 
and broken fences, painting barns and setting out new 
shrubs in a rural beautification program. 

Magazines, newspapers, trade journals, travelers, and 
Neoshoans have spread the city’s story far and wide. 
Letters seeking information arrive constantly at the 
Chamber of Commerce office, from all parts of the 
United States, and many foreign countries. 

On January 8, 1958, Look magazine and the National 
Municipal League announced that Neosho had _ been 
chosen one of the 11 All America Cities for 1957. Neosho 
was the only one of the cities to win because of a city- 
wide beautification program. 

Two sets of colored slides are available from the 
Chamber of Commerce for showings in other cities. 

Other communities in Newton County, and dozens 
of cities in the Midwest have adopted a flower box 
program, taking their cue from Neosho. San Antonio, 
Memphis and Indianapolis have started using the flower- 
ing trash receptacles that were originated by Chester 
Hennick, plumbing and heating contractor, and popu- 
larized by the city. Even New York City and Los Angeles 
are trying to brighten up their trash barrels by painting 
them different colors as Neosho service stations have 
done.

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There’s Second Bloom 
in Your Easter Lily Gift Plant 


It’s NO TRICK to get second bloom from your Easter 
lily gift plant or even year-after-year bloom if you want 
it. No pampering is needed. Just a few step-by-step 
procedures, that’s all. 

To keep your gift plant blooming as long as possible 
set it where it will get some sunlight and a temperature 
of 60 to 65 degrees. You'll want to water the plant fre- 
quently to prevent wilting and to remove faded blooms. 

After the flowering period is over gradually reduce 
the water and give the plant only enough to keep it 
actively growing—it’s storing food for that second 
blooming period. As soon as all danger of frost is past 
it’s time to set the plant in a permanent location in the 
garden. Remove the lower leaves and set the plant four 
to six inches deeper in the ground than it was growing 
in the pot. Your lily is a stem-rooting variety and will 
benefit from the deeper planting. 

Like all lilies, the Easter lily will be happiest in a 


Step one—To keep your Easter lily gift plant 
blooming as long as possible set it where it 
will get some sun (not the strongest sunlight) 
in a temperature of 60 to 65 degrees and keep 
it watered to prevent wilting. All faded flowers 
should be removed. 


Step two—As soon as the weather has become 
settled set the plant in a permanent location in 
the garden. Choose a location in full sun that 
has some protection from the strongest winds. 
A rich, deeply prepared, well-drained soil is 
required for best growth. Remove the lower 
leaves of the plant and set four to six inches 
deeper in the ground than the plant was grow- 
ing in the pot. Your gift lily is a stem-rooting 
variety and will benefit from deeper planting. 
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location that is in full sun yet protected from the 
strongest winds. A rich, deeply prepared soil to which 
has been added plenty of peat moss or leaf mold will 
meet its needs. 

Gradually the old foliage will die back and the bulb 
will put out fresh new foliage. Then it’s time to see 
that the plant has plenty of water and an occasional 
feeding with a complete soluble fertilizer. Mulching the 
plant with a coarse loose mulch such as ground tobacco 
stalks, corncobs, or sawdust will not only conserve mois- 
ture but will also keep the roots cool when temperatures 
soar up into the 90’s on hot summer days. 

In September buds will swell and open out into the 
same exotic blooms as were on your plant at Easter 
time. For year-after-year bloom, give the plant a pro- 
tective mulch the first winter, and after that it will 
continue to bloom and multiply for several years if it’s 
happy in its new home. ¢ 


Step three—The old foliage will die back and 
disappear and new foliage will spring up. It’s 
time then to water the plant if there is not 
sufficient rainfall and to give it an occasional 
feeding with a complete soluble fertilizer. A 
coarse loose mulch conserves moisture and keeps 
the roots cool on hot summer days. 


Step four—September bloom will be equally as 
lovely as the Easter bloom was on your plant. 
Given a protective winter mulch the first year 
your handsome Easter lily plant will become 
established and bloom and multiply over a 
period of several years if it’s really happy in 
its new home. 





PLANNING 
The Small Back Yard 


How po you provide for privacy, 
variation and color in the small gar- 
den? How do you plan for a small 
patio and living area, a children’s 
play area, a place for laundry and 
garbage cans and space for a vegetable 
and cutting garden all in the small 
back yard? These are questions fre- 
quently asked by the small home 
owner. 

In many sections of the country we 
find neat, attractive little houses, set 
on small with many of the 
houses just alike. The problem is to 
give own home individuality 
while providing adequate work and 
living space; and all with a degree of 
privacy so as to be entirely useful. 

To help you solve your own back 
yard problems and to show the many 
possibilities, even on small lots, we 
have made plans for three similar 
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lots —

lots. The lots chosen for this study 
are each 40 feet wide and 110 feet 
long. The houses are identical—26 
feet wide, 27 feet, 6 inches long. Pas- 
sage to the back yard is through a 
side door which connects, through a 
hall, to the living room and to the 
kitchen. The garage of one property 
has been enlarged to give more work 
and storage space. 


Privacy 


Privacy is of first importance on all 
city lots. Where the lots are small, 
the problem is often acute. Where all 
houses are set the same distance from 
the street, windows of one house look 
directly into the windows of the ad- 
joining houses. When one steps into 
the back yard one can see into a 
number of other lots. 

Where space is limited, a fence is 


the most practical method of obtain- 
ing privacy. A simple wooden fence 
of vertical boards, pickets or grape 
stakes makes an ideal screen. 

Several years ago I lived for a while 
in a small-homes development in Cali- 
fornia. When we first moved in it 
was necessary to keep the blinds drawn 
most of the time. A large dining room 
window of our house looked directly 
into a window of the adjoining house. 
We solved the problem by placing a 
six-foot picket fence on the property 
line and planting two slender ever- 
greens at one side, with some flowers 
at their base and along the fence. 
Just beneath the window we planted 
a strip of hedge, clipped to window- 
sill height. Not only did we obtain 
complete privacy, but our dining room 
then looked out upon a gardened

Planning 


Once you have obtained privacy, 


™ 
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you can begin to plan the back yard 
for different uses. You must first de- 
cide just what activities will be pro- 
vided for. Your back yard should be 
tailored to the needs of your own 
family. 

Each of the three lots shown here 
has space for outdoor living, play, 
vegetable and cutting gardens, a dry- 
ing reel and garbage cans. 

Since an outdoor living area should 
be located as near the living portion 
of the house as possible, it has in each 
case been located directly back of the 
house. In this way you can easily take 
your guests from the living room to 
the outdoor living area. With the 
garbage cans screened from view by a 
wooden screen, supplemented by 
shrubs, the entire distance from the 
living-room to the outdoor living 
space can be a pleasant walk. An- 
other advantage of locating the out- 
door living area near the house is to 
have it as near the kitchen as possible 
in the event of outdoor dining. 

The vegetable garden and cutting 
area should be located where the soil 
is good and where there is plenty of 
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sunshine. Although it should not he 
too far from the kitchen, this is not 
really a factor on the small lot. 

Play space should be so located that 
the mother can keep an eye on thie 
children. If small trees used in 
the plans shown, the play area can 
be seen from the kitchen window or 
from the outdoor living area. The 
tall fence at the back of the property 
makes it necessary for children to pass 
the house in leaving the back yard. 

Sometimes the pavement of the 
living area is also used by children 
for tricycles and other toys. If this 
is done, asphalt or smooth concrete 
may be used rather than brick or 
gravel. The play space should have 
shade. If this is provided by a tree, 
it should be located so as not to cast 
shade on the vegetable 
flower beds.

Careful Planning Is Necessary 


The space given over to outdoor 
living will require careful study; but 
such study need not be difficult. Many 
small gardens are just as beautiful, just 
as useful, as large gardens. It’s care- 
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In this enlargement of the second plan, with added detail, one can see the many possibilities that even small lots offer the family that is garden 


conscious. 
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Section through the flower bed of the enlarged plan shows how flowers are displayed against the six-foot fence, with choice shrubs and a spruce 
at the back. Your garden should be studied in elevation as well as in plan. 


ful planning that makes them so. 

Of course where space is limited 
you cannot have spacious lawns and 
massive shrub borders. You can, how- 
ever, have beautifully composed gar- 
den views, adequate living space and 
space for specimen shrubs and trees. 

When you plan your garden, your 
first consideration should be to decide 
just how your family will use the area. 
In order to use the garden soon after 
a rain and to keep from wearing out 
the grass, you’ll want a paved space. 
This should be connected to the house 
by a walk or by stepping stones. 

You can then arrange compositions 
of flowers, shrubs and small trees 
about the garden so that the entire 
area is attractive. Since your grounds 
are already bounded by a fence, pre- 
ferably of simple design, you are not 
concerned with wide shrub borders, 
but can choose only those shrubs and 
flowers you like. 


Color Is Important 


First choose the color of your fence. 
On small grounds this is doubly im- 
portant. Remember that bright colors 
such as white will make your grounds 
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seem smaller, while receding colors 
like gray or brown will make the area 
seem larger. Many people like white, 
but on the small lot it would be best 
to use but a small area of white fence. 


Neutral colors like gray or brown 
are excellent background colors 
against which you display flowers or 
flowering shrubs. Berried shrubs and 
vines are especially beautiful against 
a gray fence. Green is not a good 
color for a fence. 

Since the pavement will be an im- 
portant part of your garden composi- 
tion, its color should be chosen with 
care. Many beautiful patios are made 
of red brick. Brick, though, has a 
rough texture and might not be suit- 
able if children are to use the area 
extensively. Concrete, colored with 
red pigment, gives a smooth surface, 
yet has interest. Asphalt edged with 
red brick would be more suitable for 
garden use than asphalt without the 
brick. 

If you have chosen neutral colors 
for the framework or background of 
your garden, you'll now want to spark 
the entire composition and give it life 


by choosing brightly colored flowers, 
shrubs and garden furniture. 

In planning your flower borders re- 
member that a small amount of yel- 
low or white can balance much larger 
amounts of blue and red. You will 
want plenty of contrast, but your 
garden will be more beautiful and in 
better taste if you use large masses of 
any one color, rather than choose a 
spotty arrangement. 

The garden plans shown here may 
or may not exactly fit your own 
grounds, your own needs, but we offer 
them to show the many arrangements 
possible. The idea is always to fit 
your grounds to the needs of your own 
family. Think of your outdoor living 
area as an outdoor room—then fit it 
with pavement, lawn, flower beds and 
choice shrubs so that it is an interest- 
ing place to sit and read, or talk, or 
dine. 

But remember, always, that it is 
not some foreign idea superimposed 
upon your grounds. Instead, it should 
be something developed for your own 
grounds to meet the needs of your 
own family—a plan that expresses 
your own way of life.

“Flowening Cnals Apples 


Have you ever come suddenly on miles of crab apples 
in full bloom? If this unique experience has been yours, 
then I need not try to tell you what a thrilling spectacle 
they can be in spring. Nor need I remind you of that 
delicious perfume drenching the air for it is certain to 
linger on in memory long after the blossoms have fallen. 

Perhaps crab apples are growing in your own garden 


. or on your farm .. . or on a sunny hillside not too 
far away—those delightful wild ones. Then I need 
only recall to you their year round beauty. Perhaps only 
recently the last bright fruit—so attractive to birds— 
was eaten gratefully by some feathered visitor. Or you 
may have gathered the fruit in fall for tart jelly or 
spicy preserves, pickles or tangy crab apple butter. And

not too long ago the gay leaves in vivid autumn hues 
fluttered down or, silhouetted against a dark sky, were 
driven before a cold wind. 

From spectacular bloom in spring, all through summer 
your crab apples were attractive. Perhaps you grow or 
admire those with dark red or red purple foliage from 
spring to fall, or those which change in fall. But re- 
gardless of the varieties grown, in late summer and fall 
the fruit began to color; bright yellow, yellow green, 
red and yellow, crimson and maroon, and soon you have 
a more brilliant display—with both fruit and foliage— 
than that of spring. Late in fall you rejoiced that the 
fruit hung on, perhaps through dreary weather, to lend 
a cheerful note. And even after the fruit was gone the 
bare branches etched a fascinating pattern against a 
snowy winter landscape. What dividends you are reap- 
ing from crab apples! This all seasor return is so much 
more generous than that from the majority of flowering 
trees and shrubs which have only one season of beauty 
as a rule—and that perhaps all too fleeting. 

After growing even one crab apple you can appre- 
ciate their mounting popularity. More and more gar- 
deners are recognizing their value and are planting 
them in ever increasing numbers. Nurserymen report 
steady yearly increases in sales. Civic groups are dis- 
covering the value of crab apples for mass plantings 
along highways, both for decorative effect and ease of 
maintenance. They are in demand for landscape use 
around public buildings and on airport grounds; in city 
parks. 


Public Plantings 


One of the most noted park plantings, and the mecca 
for travelers in spring, is in the Water Works Park in 
Des Moines, lowa, where 1,100 trees, representing more 
than 300 varieties, have been assembled under the di- 
rection of the grounds superintendent, Arie F. den Boer, 
foremost authority on the subject of crab apples. This 
is claimed to be the largest and most comprehensive 
single collection of crab apples in the world. In spring 
these crabs provide a thrilling spectacle for weeks, be- 
ginning early in May, considered by many of the thou- 
sands who have enjoyed it one of the major floral spec- 
tacles of the country. (Other well known displays in- 
clude that of lilacs in Rochester, New York; cherry 
blossoms around the Tidal Basin, Washington, D. C.; 
dogwoods in the vicinity of Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, 
and the dazzling spectacle of Atlanta, Georgia, in spring; 
crape myrtles in and around Norfolk, Virginia. ) 

Crab apples are rivaling flowering cherries—and with 
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much less publicity. The crabs are more rugged, hardy, 
resistant to both heat and cold. They will grow where 
the more tender cherries might perish. 

A number of cities have featured ornamental crabs 
in beautification projects, including Kankakee, Illinois; 
Spencer, Iowa; Pittsfield, Massachusetts; Des Moines, 
Iowa. They are also featured in the Arnold Arboretum, 
Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts; Morton Arboretum, Lisle, 
Illinois; Missouri Botanical Garden, St. Louis, Missouri; 
Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, California; public 
parks in Rochester, New York; the campus of Swarth- 
more College, Swarthmore, Pennsylvania. 

Crab apples thrive in nearly all parts of the country. 
In fact, the native species are found from New York to 
Alaska. The ornamental crabs are hardy and will grow 
almost anywhere, even in cities despite smoke and dust. 
They are little troubled by disease or insects, and need 
no formal pruning—such pruning, in fact, would spoil 
the natural shape of the trees, which is part of their 
appeal. While they will grow in all types of soil, they 
do show some preference for acid soil. Once established, 
the trees not only increase in size but also in quantity 
and size of blossoms and, naturally, their effectiveness. 
Crab apples live to be quite old, yet still continue to 
flower. 

The trees range from six to eight-foot dwarfs to those 
of 15 to 20 feet. Their forms may be short and broad 
with a spread of 15 to 20 feet, or tall, slim and pyra- 
midal. There are other forms with neat, globe-shaped 
crowns. Then there are weeping varieties. 

A new crab apple, first announced last spring, 
is of a semi-weeping type, and is to be called Malus 
‘Red Jade.’ This novelty, available for spring planting, 
originated in the Brooklyn Botanic Garden. The small 
trees are loaded with blush white blooms in spring and 
brilliant fruit in fall. One of the seedlings developed at 
the University of Minnesota by the late Dr. L. E. Long- 
ley is also announced for introduction and will be avail- 
able through the nursery trade. This variety has been 
named ‘Radiant.’ 

Among the best of present day crabs, highly recom- 
mended by experts, are ‘Katherine’ and ‘Dorothea.’ 
‘Katherine,’ developed in Rochester, N. Y., forms a 
many-branched, shrub-like tree. Profuse blossoms, blush 
to white, are forerunners of tiny yellow and red fruits. 
‘Dorothea,’ similar to ‘Katherine’ but a deeper shade, 
originated in the Arnold Arboretum. Its fruits are yellow. 

Not only an authority on crab apples but also a 
breeder of note, Mr. den Boer has a number of fine 
hybrids to his credit. Well known is his ‘Crimson Bril-

ONE WOULD NOT dream of a well-planned late spring 
garden without at least a few varieties of iris standing 
among the aquilegia and peonies. 

But what was the picture a few weeks earlier? Perhaps 
a small group of daffodils looked out over the expanse 
of foliage from later blooming plants or maybe a smat- 
tering of tulips were dotted irrelevantly here and there. 
Or perhaps like so many gardens that lack suitable soil 
or location for a spring bulb display, there was no bloom 
at all! 

A few years ago my perennial garden was in this 
desolate condition in early May. Then I started planting 
some dwarf irises. That clump of daffodils looks at home 
in the impressive purple and gold ribbon that runs the 
full length of the border. Tulips took a new lease on 
life when intermediate irises were used to enhance their 
beauty. Groups of pale pink tulips interplanted with the 
deep wine ‘Red Orchid’ is my favorite combination. 

In recent years the tiny species Iris pumila has been 
hybridized with tall bearded types giving us irises rang- 
ing in height from four to 24 inches over a color range 
almost as large as that of the tall bearded irises. Although 
Miniature in size the dwarfs carry blooms remarkably 
similar in form to their larger relatives. 

The narrow spear-like foliage of the dwarf irises can 
also play an important part in a foreground planting 
after bloom is over. Single divisions planted six inches 
apart will form a solid border by the following summer. 
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Or they can be spaced unevenly to break up the monot- 


onous flow of an annual border such as alyssum or 
dwarf marigolds. 


Dividing Necessary 


Dwarf irises seem to propagate more profusely than 
the taller varieties (at least that has been my experience) 
and therefore division of the clumps should be made 
every two or three years. “Tampa, a red miniature of 
six inches, propagates so abundantly that a single rhi- 
zome will produce at least 20 divisions by the following 
spring. 

Digging and dividing can be done any time after 
blooming, provided enough time remains in late sum- 
mer so the clumps can establish themselves before the 
ground freezes. If there are many clumps of tall bearded 
irises as well as dwarfs and intermediates to divide, this 
job can be spread over a long period by starting on the 
dwarfs after they have finished blooming and ending 
with late tall beardeds. 

Although it is best that a clump be divided into 
single shoots, divisions consisting of three or four 
rhizomes will give a larger display of bloom. Single 
divisions planted eight to 12 inches apart in a triangle 
also is an effective way towards a mass of color. 

Dwarf rhizomes resemble the larger types except in 
size. Use only the rhizomes from around the outside,

discarding the non-producing center part. 

Although weekly spraying with 50 per cent DDT 
starting in early April and continuing through June 
is an effective method of preventing the iris borer, an 
infestation can still occur especially during humid, rainy 
weather. There is no better time than when clumps are 
being dug and divided to take steps to stop or prevent 
the iris borer and the rhizome rot it spreads. 

The last few years I have used a corrosive sublimate 
(bichloride of mercury—POISON) solution in which 
to soak the rhizomes and have found it to be very 
effective. The recommended dilution is one ounce to 
7% gallons of water. For smaller quantities I carefully 
divide the ounce of powder into seven parts on a sheet 
of paper. Each part can then be mixed with a single 
gallon of water. Since this material is corrosive to metal, 
a wooden or glass container must be used. For soaking 
dwarf iris rhizomes I have found a glass cake pan to be 
the handiest container. The plants are laid in the pan 
with the rhizomes in the solution and the foliage resting 
on the sides. As many as 75 divisions can be treated at 
once this way. A cloth or newspaper is then thrown 
over it to discourage any thirsty pets that may unknow- 
ingly partake of this deadly poison. The rhizomes are 
left to soak for an hour. 

If divisions appear to be in a weak condition a tea- 
spoon of a soluble fertilizer added to this solution will 
be an advantage in lessening the transplanting shock. 

Rather than using the solution a second time, pour it 
on clumps that are remaining in the ground, as soaking 
the soil around the plants is another effective way to 
control the iris borer and rots. 


Planting Depth 


Upon removal from the solution, plants should go 
immediately into the ground. Although a sunny posi- 
tion is advisable, shade from two o’clock on does not 
seem to hamper their growth. Prepare the soil in advance 
by adding sand for drainage, peat moss or leaf mold 
for humus and a little fertilizer for added nourishment. 

Remove soil to a depth of four inches around a 
small mound in the center. Take an inch and a half off 
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the top of this mound and place the rhizome on this 
with the roots spread out around it. Then fill the soil 
in over the roots and rhizome. 


Care After Planting 


“Little care is needed after planting. A good soaking 
twice a week is needed if a hot, dry spell follows the 
planting. 

Hand pulling of weeds is necessary. No matter how 
careful one is with a hoe or even a small hand rake, 
the rhizomes can easily be pulled out by catching it or 
a root with the tool. A light peat moss mulch is very 
beneficial when applied over a new planting. It will 
conserve moisture as well as help towards preventing 
a hard soil crust from forming. 

Unless planting has been done very early in the sum- 
mer, some winter protection should be given the first 
year. A light mulch of straw, cornstalks or evergreen 
twigs applied after the ground is frozen will prevent 
the small rhizomes from heaving. Be sure to remove 
the covering early in the spring for dwarf irises seem to 
know when to start growing and any growth made under 
such covering will be more susceptible to light freezing. 


Dwarf irises in combination with a number of other 
early blooming perennials can be very pleasing to the 
eye in virtually days after the last freezing blast of winter. 

Subulata, the low creeping form of phlox, offers 
innumerable opportunities for use with dwarf irises. 
Plants of the tiny reddish purple “Tony placed through 
a solid cover of pink creeping phlox can truly enhance 
the beauty of a slope or rock garden. One group of 
plants that must always neighbor each other in my 
garden are pale yellow daffodils bordered by lavender 
phlox and deep purple dwarf irises. The bright yellow 
of perennial alyssum when interplanted with a few 
divisions of the purple dwarf ‘Marocain’ can give your 
garden an eye-catching border already the last week 
in April. 


Versatile Intermediates 


Intermediate irises are just what their name implies— 
intermediate in height, taller than the dwarfs but 
shorter than the tall beardeds. And they are _inter- 
mediate in their blooming season starting after the 
dwarfs have finished but a week or two before the 
tall bearded varieties come into bloom. 

For these reasons, no iris planting should be made 
without at least a few intermediates. They are a little 
difficult to find, but many iris growers have lists with 
approximately 30 varieties from which to choose. 


Many of these irises will reward the gardener with 
another display of bloom in the fall. Irises coming into 
bloom with the mums and dwarf hardy asters certainly 
can become subjects of wide-spread conversation. If 
clumps are given good care through the summer with 
emphasis on watering and frequent division there is no 
reason why the fall show cannot be as great as the 
one in spring. 

Many reliable fall-blooming varieties are distinguished 
by the word ‘autumn’ in their names. A few that have 
never let me down in the fall are: ‘Eleanor Roosevelt, 
an almost black purple; ‘Southland,’ deep yellow; and 
the white ‘Autumn Queen,’ which I have had bloom 
from May through September. ¢# 
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IF SPACE Is at a premium in your garden, try espalier- 
ing. This is an old French method of training small 
trees and shrubs against a wall or fence in a flat pattern. 
Not only do such plants make the most of every inch of 
space but they are decorative as well—and the protec- 


f tion of the wall permits the growth of plants not other- 
7 wise hardy. 
t Fruit trees such as pear, plum, cherry, and apple 
v grafted to dwarf stock are perhaps the most rewarding 
v plants to espalier since they are both useful and decora- 
r tive. The wall protects the blossoms against late frosts. 
k Birds will rarely attack fruit so close to the wall, and 

the trees are easily protected from insects. 

Other plants well suited to espaliering are pyracantha, 

eleagnus (Russian olive), euonymus, althaea, wisteria, 
“ and magnolia. Pyracantha is especially recommended 
it because it is fast-growing, evergreen and _ produces 
r- myriads of white blossoms in the spring and red berries 
1e in the fall.

A fan is made by forcing as many shoots as possible 
from one center point. This is done by saving as many 
odd numbered shoots as possible the first year, taking 
one straight up and fanning the others out on either * 
side. The second year cut the center one back sharply 
and train the new growth in a similar manner. Repeat 
each year until the fan has reached the fullness desired.

| liant’ with red, partly semi-double 


blossoms. It is a hardy, vigorous 
grower and, at least where it origi- 
nated, flowers the first year after 
planting. Two of the popular hybrids 
have purple foliage; ‘Irene,’ light pur- 
ple leaves and single red or red purple 
flowers; ‘Purple Wave,’ noted for ex- 
ceptionally dark purple leaves. It has 
single flowers of bright red. 

Then, too, there are imported va- 
rieties of worth; ‘Hillieri,’ an English 
introduction, has large clusters of 
semi-double flowers, red in bud and 
bright pink in flower. It is medium in 
height and flowers late. This variety, 
with large, showy yellow fruits, is 


| claimed to’ be one of the heaviest 


fruiting. 

Varieties ‘Kinsmere’ and ‘Maka- 
mik,’ novelties from Canada, are well 
recommended. The former is a small 
tree, broad and round-headed, with 
light purple-pink or lavender-pink 
flowers and fairly large purple fruit. 
‘Makamik,’ upright in growth, has 
purple-red blooms and bright red 
fruits. 

Similar to the popular ‘Bechtel’ crab 
is ‘Charlotte, originated near Wau- 
kegan, Ill. Its large flowers are semi- 
double; a delicate pink and with 
prominent brown anthers. It is de- 
liciously fragrant as well as beautiful. 

The ‘Hopa’ crab, one of the most 
popular, grows to 15 or 20 feet. Its 
bloom is generous. The large flowers 
are light purple-pink and the fruit is 
dark red over orange. 

‘Sargent’ and ‘Pink-bud Sargent,’ 
both dwarf, have snowy flowers and 
very small purple-red fruits. 

The ‘Midget’ crab, the earliest pure 
pink, has large yellow fruits. 

‘Bechtel’s’ crab, a universal favor- 
ite, has deliciously fragrant double 
flowers of pink. 

‘Arnold’ is noted for profuse flowers; 


rose red buds, then pale pink to white, 
heavily scented. Yellow fruits are 
small. 

The Japanese flowering crab, also 
choice, has red buds, pale pink to 
white flowers and small yellow fruits. 

Chinese double crab (Malus spec- 
tabilis), one of the oldest, has double 
flowers of pale rose to white, and 
small yellow fruit. 

‘Jay Darling,’ one of the best liked, 
was named for Des Moines’ beloved 
cartoonist. Flowers, leaves and fruit— 
all are purple red. This fruit hangs 
on nearly all winter to entice the 
birds. 

The ‘Pink Weeper’ crab forms a 
good specimen tree with drooping, 
fountain-like branches covered with 
deep red buds followed by pink blos- 
soms. 

Certain varieties, because of neat 
growth and good habits, are espe- 
cially recommended for small gar- 
dens: ‘Early Flowering Midget; late 
‘Sargent.’ A group of three suggested 
as suitable for the medium size place: 
‘Arnold,’ ‘Double Chinese’ and ‘Hopa.’ 
Or the choice might be ‘Bechtel,’ ‘Car- 
mine, ‘Jay Darling.’ 

Whether your choice in ornamental 
crabs has been or will be for purely 
esthetic reasons, or practical, your 
pleasure is assured.

For 20 years I’ve raised strawber- 
ries on the same plot. I have no way 
to water. Drouth has caused my few 
partial failures. 

Many have no space to rotate gar- 
den crops or plots with strawberries. 
To them I offer these tested straw- 
berry-growing suggestions: 

Stick to recommended varieties, 
those your station approves or those 
that do well in your neighborhood. 

‘Senator Dunlap’ is tops among the 
several spring-bearers I’ve tried. It 
withstands winter’s cold and summer’s 
heat and drouth, bears good size, good 
quality berries without undue cod- 
dling, cans and freezes well and is a 
good plant maker. 

One can extend the spring straw- 
berry season somewhat by growing a 
few plants of a late kind. A few plants 
of any variety on a cold exposed loca- 
tion will be later than the same kind 
on a sunny slope, especially if the 
winter mulch is left on late. 

My bed is rarely without some 
mulch. I’ve used straw, cornfodder 
and ground corncobs, spoiled mill and 
home-ground feeds, sawdust and wood 
shavings, peat moss and brooder house 
manure, strawy hen and cow manure, 
house, yard and garden wastes such 
as pods, peels, clippings, spent plants 
if they are disease and pest free and 
green weeds. Beware of weeds that 
have mature seeds or vicious habits 
like joint and crab grass and purslane 
which will root and grow if they touch 
moist soil. 

Mulch prevents winter freeze-outs 
and wet weather erosion and soil com- 
paction. It saves moisture to carry the 
bed through summer drouth and heat, 
makes for a cleaner crop and checks 
weeds somewhat. It takes around 
eight inches of mulch to inhibit weeds. 
That’s fine for briar fruits but too 
deep for strawberries and will smother 
them. 

In the fall, the winter mulch is 
applied after the ground freezes. It 


should not be of fine materials lest 
it pack down and smother plants 
when ground is covered with deep 
snow or an ice sheet. Too thin a 
mulch allows plants to start growing 
on the first warm days. These too 
early ones get their blossoms nipped in 
late freezes. In seasons of abnormally 
high rainfall one will need less mulch 
than usual. 

Summertime mulch, a necessity in 
recent years, poses problems. Grubs 
thrive in manurey mulch. If you turn 
out a wilted plant and examine the 
roots you'll likely find a fat white 
grub. Squash him or save for fish- 
bait, as you choose. Grubs abound in 
sed, too. It is best to grow some other 
crop first after turning a sod area 
and set strawberries the second year. 
Crickets, ants, spiders and the like 
love mulch and enough of them are 
destructive. Dust with 
needed. 

The chlordane discourages grass- 
hoppers from locating their egg-nurs- 
eries in the nice moist soil under the 
mulch. It is likely, especially if you’re 
rural, that as soon as farmers harvest 
early oats and wheat the displaced 
hoppers will move in. If possible, 
harvest current crop, then spray with 
Aldrin or Dieldrin. Twice recently we 
have sacrificed parts of current crops 
to save the parent plants, trees and 
shrubs from grasshoppers. Read and 
follow all spray directions to the let- 
ter. Sprays are often dangerous. Be 
careful. 

Plentiful moisture is a must for 
strawberries but they can’t stand soak- 
ing feet. Drainage must be good and 
the soil friable so that water does not 
stand long. Cinders and ashes (wood 
or coal) and the mulch spaded or 
plowed under before setting the ber- 
ries, helps to loosen soil. Clay espe- 
cially responds to this treatment.

When should I pinch 
My flower nicely but 
they get tall and leggy. How much 
should I pinch out? Mrs. M.L.B., Iowa. 


When the chrysanthemum plant reaches 
a height of six inches to eight inches pinch 
out the tip. Go over each plant about 
every ten days and keep pinching side 
branches to hold the plant to a short pyra- 
midal bushy plant, until the middle of 
July. After that allow the plant to grow 
undisturbed. When fall comes the branches 
elongate rapidly and soon set flower buds.

We have long-needled pines. For the 
past two years we have had a borer that 
eats around the new growth on the trees 
which causes them to be _ ill-shaped. 
Then an insect our neighbors call the 
saw-tooth fly, takes all the needles and 
bares the tree. Is there a spray or dust 
we can use to save these trees? Mrs. 


J.N., Michigan. 


Probably white pine weevils are the pest 
you call borers. The grubs tunnel into the 
bark girdling the terminal growths and 
cause them to die. The insect that de- 
foliates the trees is the pine sawfly. This 
pest begins feeding about May and con- 
tinues until the needles are gone. Control 
of both pests may be obtained to a degree, 
at least, by spraying. Start at once, using a 
DDT emulsion diluted so the spray con- 
tains three per cent DDT. The spraying 
should be repeated at ten day intervals 
from April through June. 


There are quite a few daffodils scat- 
tered around our home. I would like to 
replant them in a group but could not 
find all of them in the fall. Can they be 
dug after the flowers are gone and 
stored until fall to be replanted? Mrs. 
P.L., Ohio. 


After the daffodils have bloomed allow 
them to ripen undisturbed until the tops 
begin to turn quite yellow. Then dig the 
bulbs and after they are dry store them 
in a cool place until fall. Any time in the 
fall from September on they may be re- 
planted. Early planting is preferable so that 
the bulbs can take advantage of the fall 
growing weather to establish a good root 
system. 


We have a honeysuckle hedge around 
three sides of our property. What should 
we put on the ground to stifle the 
weeds? Mrs. L.E.R., Illinois. 

The age old method, good cultivation, 
is the best way to control the weeds along 
the honeysuckle hedge row. The next best 
thing is a heavy mulch of sawdust, peat, 
well rotted cow manure, or ground corn- 
cobs. Chemical sprays such as 2, 4-D, or 
Crag Herbicide may be used on the area 
adjacent to the honeysuckle but care must 
be exercised not to get spray materials on 
the bushes. 


I have been told that it takes many 
years for a Bignonia radicans (trumpet 
creeper) to blossom. Is this true? Is 
there anything one can do to shorten 
the blooming time? Mrs. L. B., Mich- 
igan. 

Some varieties of bignonia take longer 
to reach blooming size than others. The 
radicans, for example, does not flower until 
it is an older plant than the chinensis. 
To bloom quickly the roots would need to 
be restricted to force flower buds to form 
instead of so much vegetative growth. Well 
ripened wood in the fall helps to induce 
the formation of flower buds the next 
spring. If the plant is of sufficient size 
eliminate all feeding and do not water the 
plant after mid-summer. 


What can be done to eradicate borers 
in iris rhizomes? When I moved and 
divided my irises last fall, I found a 
bad infestation. Mrs. B.A.S., Missouri. 

Adult iris borers are brownish-colored 
moths. They appear in the fall and lay 
eggs on the dead or drying leaves. The 
caterpillars hatch in the spring and eat 
their way into the leaves. Then they tunnel 
down to the rhizomes which they hollow 
out during the summer. Watch for dark- 
ened areas on the leaves where larvae 
have entered. Kill the larvae by squeezing 
each leaf between the fingers beginning 
at the ground and pulling upward. In early 
spring cut off and destroy all old leaves. 
When new growth appears protect it by 
spraying with DDT emulsion. Spray the 
plants once a week through the spring, 
using one tablespoonful of 12 per cent 
DDT emulsion per gallon of water.

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What should I add to my soil to have 
hydrangea keep its blue color? Mrs.

So long as the acidity or pH of the soil 
is kept at 5.5 or below the blue hydrangea 
will remain blue. The addition of 
sulfate to the soil early in the 
growing season will keep the soil acid. In 
April scatter about four to six ounces of 
aluminum sulfate each plant or 
dissolve it in a pail of water and pour it 
around the plant. If preferred, acidifica- 
tion may be accomplished by using sulfur 
dust or by adding iron sulfate.

We have attempted to raise asters for 
several years, but the plants seem to 
have a blight and are stunted. What 
should we «do? Mrs. J.A.J., Minnesota. 


A virus introduced by leaf-hoppers into 
the sap of growing aster plants produces 
stunted, yellowing plants. with dwarfed 
and deformed flowers. This disease, called 
aster yellows, can only be controlled by 
keeping leaf-hoppers in check. Commercial 
growers usually do this by growing asters 
in insect-tight cloth houses. Some control 
may be obtained by spraying plants once 
each week, using one tablespoonful of 12 
per cent DDT emulsion per gallon of 
water. 


Could you give me some information 
on the sword or Christmas-fern?

It should be planted at least a foot away 
from the house foundation and will reach 
a height of 18 inches or more. It will 
gradually spread away from the original 
planting. ¢

deter run-off from the hillside above 
it. In very soggy ground it helps to 
set berries on slight ridges. During 
rainy season if possible, I wait until 
foliage has dried off before picking 
berries. It mats the soil down less. 
You can prevent soil compaction by 
using long wide boards along rows 
and short ones in the beds as step- 
foundations to spread your weight 
over a larger area. This is definitely 


helpful, but do not leave the step. 
insulators to encourage termites which 
in late years are increasingly prevalent 
and pesty. 

Unless forced to it by drouth or 
other circumstances I do not set out 
strawberry plants. As soon as a plant 
has borne and is producing runners, 
guide them in the way you desire, 
using clods or mulch for anchors when 
needed. Having made a circle of well- 
rooted plants as many as there is 
room for, I destroy the oldster and 
unwanted runners. As long as the

litter is clean and healthy I leave it 
on the bed. 


My favorite and main strawberry 
tool is a narrow-bladed hoe, kept 
razor sharp. I use it for thinning. 
A slice under the crown will dispose 
of an old plant, an unwanted one or 
one out of place. The narrow hoe is 
fine too for loosening soil about plants 
and for weed cutting. 


This new plant business is the se- 
cret of keeping an old bed productive. 
The best quality and the largest ber- 
ries are always borne on plants of the 
previous season’s growth. Lack of cul- 
tivation or of fertilizing or mulching 
will allow the soil in most old beds 
to become reluctant and compacted. 
Crowding, due to lack of thinning 
and renewing of plants, makes good 
crops impossible. Every bearing plant, 
to do its best, must have light, air, 
room, a good root system, moisture, 
nutrition and protection from insects, 
diseases and trampling. All these are 
impossible in an old planting which 
is a neglected one. Go along with 
your strawberries’ requirements and 
they'll do well by you. 

When young new plants are well 
started fertilize them for the next 
year’s crop. A light dressing with 
complete garden fertilizer is good, 
anytime there is moisture in the soil. 
It can also be applied and watered in 
or applied with the water. Hen and 
dairy manure, preferably well rotted, 
do nicely. I usually combine garden 
fertilizer and farm manure, using a 
little of each, each year. Application 
of fertilizer in the spring makes for 
too much foliage and does not in- 
crease yields. The strength that en- 
ables a plant to yield well is stored 
within the wintered-over plant. Too 
much foliage is bad: the shaded ber- 
ries rot and ripen unevenly, plants 
mat down in picking and there are 
too many hiding spots for unwelcome 
tenants. 


When an occasional vacant spot oc- 
curs in my bed I turn the soil and 
grow some other item. Sometimes I 
transplant a few vegetable thinnings. 
Often I grow a few onions, potatoes 
or sweet potatoes in such spots or in 
the edges of the mulched bed. The 
soil seems to benefit from such a hard- 
working schedule. Last year all my 
unmulched garden was a near-failure 
but I had spots of fine garden sass

SEVERAL TYPES OF COVERS for pro- 
tecting garden tomato plants from 
spring frosts have been tried. There 
have been varying degrees of success 
at various locations. Types include 
individual covers made from waxed 
or glassine paper; paper cartons; 
wooden baskets; newspapers; cloth 
screens; and lately, various types of 
plastic films now in use in Japan and 
in some areas of this country. 

In simple experiments polyethylene 
film was compared with waxed-paper 
covers to protect tomato plants 
against spring frosts in 1956 and 1957 
at Beltsville, Maryland. 


How Tests Were Made 


In 1956 ‘Moreton’ and ‘Fireball’ 
tomato plants were transplanted to 
the field on May 1, ten days before 
the local “frost-free date,’ and were 
covered with either small individual 
waxed-paper covers or row covers of 
1%-mil thick clear polyethylene film 
six feet wide supported by wire 
wickets. In 1957 ‘Early Chatham’ to- 
mato plants were transplanted to the 
field 25 days before the safe frost- 
free date and covered with large wax- 
ed-paper covers (photo 1) or with 
two-mil thick white polyethylene 
film six feet wide (photo 2). These 
polyethylene row covers supported by 
wire wickets had five tomato plants 
under each row cover (photo 3) in 
1956 and three plants in 1957.

THIS IS THE time of year when 
hardy spring blooming bulbs—snow- 
drops, crocus, scillas, daffodils, tulips, 
hyacinths, and others—brighten the 
gardens with their colorful blossoms. 
And the time of year when questions 
concerning them arise. 

They are appealing, coming into 
bloom so quickly after a season with- 
out flowers. People want to plant 
some at once, today, in their own 
gardens. But nurseries do not sell them, 
and you cannot plant them in the 
spring. Now is the time to decide what 
you want for your garden and where 
you want to plant, make a note of 
it, and then order promptly when the 
fall bulb catalogs arrive. 

These hardy bulbs are frequently 
referred to as Dutch bulbs which 
might lead to the impression that 
they are all natives of Holland. They 


came originally from many parts of 
the world but nowhere else do they 
seem to reach quite that degree of 
perfection year after year as they do 
in the Holland nursery fields where 
they have been grown for centuries. 
Other countries now grow fine bulbs 
but the greatest numbers are imported 
from Holland. 

Seeds may form on the plants be- 
cause that’s their mission in life— 
that’s why they bloom. It takes a 
number of years to grow such things 
as tulips and daffodils from seeds. 
Also seeds from hybrids will not be 
true. Species may vary a little but are 
fairly uniform. We are told that seed 
formation weakens plants. Therefore 
unless we have a desire to plant the 
seeds, or want an increase from self- 
sown seeds, the faded blossoms should 
be removed to prevent pods from 
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Dormant bulbs of crown imperial—the leaves of the previous season were very important in manu- 
facturing food to store in these bulbs, which will start new root and top growth at the proper time.

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leaves compressed in the center of 
the bulb. To get the picture of a true 
bulb, cut an onion from top to bot- 
tom—note the basal plate from which 
the roots grow. The “rings” are the 
fleshy layers in which food has been 
stored from the previous season’s 
growth. In the center are the embryo 
leaves. Tulips, daffodils, hyacinths 
and a number of others grow from 
true bulbs. 


A crocus has a solid bulb called a 
corm. Usually one can see signs of 


| buds on the top surface, showing 
| where the new growth will be. There 


is a basal plate from which the roots 


| grow. A corm renews itself each year. 


As the new corm grows, the old one 


gradually withers away. As with the 


true bulbs, if the leaves of the crocus 


| are removed right after blooming or 
| before they ripen fully, the factory 


which processes the food to be stored 
in the new corm would be destroyed. 
This stored up food is very necessary 
for the development of the next sea- 
son’s new roots, leaves and flowers. 
Any bulbs (this includes corms and 
tubers) that are to be reset in the 
garden should be moved before they 
start new root growth. This takes 
place in August, earlier than one 
might suspect. Some as for instance, 
crocus, might commence new root 
growth in July. If moved soon after 
the old foliage has ripened, you will 
be sure not to disturb them at a crit- 
ical period. If they must be moved 
before the leaves have finished their 
the clumps, keeping as 
much soil as possible on the roots. 
Heel them in carefully in a shallow 
trench in a semi-shady location. Avoid 
bruising the foliage and leave enough 
space between the clumps for good 
air circulation. When the leaves are 
withered and brown, the bulbs can 
be dug and cleaned of the old foliage 
and replanted to the new location. 


Last spring I asked a gardener who 
is unusually successful with crown 
imperial (Fritillaria imperialis) why 
my “imported, blooming size” bulbs 
did not bloom. 

“When did you plant them?” she 
asked. 


I had planted them when they ar- 
rived in mid-November. She told me 
that was much too late to plant crown 
imperial, and showed me how one of 
my plants “tried to bloom”—a length 
of bare stem at the top. The other 
plant had leaves all the way up. In

their heads, but almost everyone 
needs something written on paper. 
This organization is most helpful to 
those who grow a multitude of plants, 
either indoors in a window garden, 
under fluorescent lights, or in a home 
greenhouse. 

The chart of plants presented here 
will be most useful for home green- 
house gardeners. If you garden in- 
doors, select the plants: which will 
grow in the light and temperature 
conditions which you can provide. 
The amount of moisture in the air 
should be 50 per cent or more. If this 
is impossible in all of your house, 
especially during the winter, strive 
to create this amount of humidity in 
the area in which plants grow. A cool 
sunroom, or a sunny unused guest 








room can provide a place to grow 
flowering plants that require cool 
temperatures. 

Orchids and cacti and succulents 
offer such variations that they are im. 
possible to file in a concise chart. 
There are orchids suited to windows, 
fluorescent light gardens and green- 
houses. There are orchids of every 
imaginable shape and the flowers may 
come at any time of the year. Cacti 
and succulents could be used to stock 
an entire greenhouse, and one would 
still have contrasting plants with 
blooms all year. 

Except where noted, the tempera- 
tures listed in the chart are for night- 
time. In most cases, a daytime tem- 
perature rise of ten degrees is about 
right.

have become too crowded—then they 
should be dug, sorted as to size and 
replanted. 


What can I do to hide the ripening | 
foliage? You may plant shallow rooted 
plants such as petunias or cupflowers | 


(Nierembergia) between the clumps. 


Some gardeners braid the yellowing | 


leaves loosely and pin them to the 


ground to give a neater appearance. |

GRAPE-HYACINTHS GIVE that blue accent so desired in 
the early spring garden. Masses of them in the border 
delight the gardener; masses in the hand delight the 
arranger. 

A few in a bottle on the window ledge are lovely; 
put them in a brandy snifter and they are lovelier still. 
The water magnifies them and makes them sparkle. 
Not that working inside a marine bowl or a brandy 
snifter is easy! Even with tweezers one feels all thumbs. 
But patience does it, and the result is satisfying. 

This arrangement was done in the bowl without wa- 
ter. A needlepoint holder was placed in the container, 
and a beehive type holder was placed on top of that. 
Between the two, the plant material was held securely, 
so that none floated loose when the water was added. 

The principle involved is to make the arrangement 
the shape of the container. So often this is not done. 
Arrangements in a marine globe or a rose bowl are

perhaps the most poorly done of any in flower shows 
because this principle is not understood. 

In this case, we did follow the principle. We not only 
filled the bowl, but we allowed the lines to extend far 
out of the mouth of the container. Sprigs of spiraea 
were chosen for this line. Long-stemmed grape-hyacinths 
were placed next, some extending out of the container, 
some barely in the mouth. Then more of the same 
flowers were placed lower for a center of interest. 
Begonia leaves with a few pink blossoms were placed 
to cover the holder and fill the bulge of the container 
nicely. The holder was VERY carefully covered. Fi- 
nally, the snifter was filled with water to the brim. 


Flowers that are thin or tender such as irises, lark- 
spur, phlox, or poppies—should not be used in an ar- 
rangement under water. But roses, daisies, or chrysan- 
themums will last well without deteriorating. ¢

The wickets were made from No. 9 
gauge galvanized wire and cut into 
six-foot lengths. Each piece was bent 
around an oil drum to form a semi- 
circular wicket. Six inches at the end 
of each wicket were turned outward 
by a twist of the hands at a 45 degree 
angle while the wire was in position 
around the drum. The wickets were 
spaced two feet apart in the row, 
and the bent ends were pushed into 
the soil in furrows six inches deep, 
The polyethylene film was spread 
over the wire wickets and pulled down 
tight at the sides and ends, and was 
anchored with soil. 

Ventilation was provided by rais- 
ing sides or ends of polyethylene row 
covers and fastening them to wire 
wickets with clothespins. On warm 
days, the plants were fully exposed 
to sunlight by raising the covers from 
one side and pulling them over to 
the other side. Waxed-paper covers 
were ventilated by punching several 
holes in the tops when the weather be- 
came settled and warm. 


Results 


Tomato plants not protected by 
waxed-paper covers or polyethylene 
row covers in 1956 and 1957 were 
killed by frosts. 

Waxed-paper 
thylene row 


covers and _polye- 
covers were removed 
as soon as the plants touched the 
sides. This limited the protected 
plant size to the size of the plant 
cover. The small waxed-paper covers 
were removed when the plants were 
only six inches tall, the large waxed- 
paper covers when the plants were 
about eight inches tall and the polye- 
thylene row covers when plants were 
16 inches tall. This gave the plants 
under the row covers a longer period 
of protection against cold weather 
and resulted in earlier bearing plants. 

In 1956 ‘Moreton’ and ‘Fireball 
tomato varieties under clear polye- 
thylene row covers (photo 3) yielded 
ripe fruits 12 to 16 days earlier than 
those protected from frosts and cold 
weather by small waxed-paper plant 
covers. 

In 1957 ‘Early Chatham’ tomato 
plants protected by white polyethy- 
lene had larger early yields than plants 
protected by the large waxed-paper 
covers. Although frosts did not dam- 
age the tomato plants after the waxed- 
paper covers were removed, the low

The general conformation of the hedge 
row undoubtedly could be multiflora (but) 
a closer examination of the bloom in the 
foreground indicates a large double flower, 
which would rule out multiflora, and I 
would say either ‘Dr. Van Fleet’ or ‘New 
Dawn’ is probably correct.” And he tracks 
the trouble to an Armco public relations 
man, who included it in a series of multi- 
flora pictures because he (like us) couldn’t 
tell the difference.

Caution on Selenate! 
Dear Editor: 

“African Violets Without a Green 
Thumb,” by Dorothy Schroeder (February 
issue of Flower & Garden), is an excellent 
article. However, since author Schroeder 
seems to have no occasion to use sodium 
selenate I think you should warn 
readers against using it “as 
mentioned on page 49. 

Sodium selenate will eradicate cyclamen 
mites but it should be applied to the soil 
only. If sprayed on the leaves they would 
turn black and die. Gardeners who wish to 
treat but a few plants with this chemical 
can purchase it in handy capsule form. It 
should be remembered that sodium selenate 
is a deadly poison and should be handled 
with due care.

This is an appeal to all nurserymen. 
I suggest that you have a novice 
on hand when you print your plant- 
ing instructions. Let them plant the 
items by your instructions, and see 
what happens. 

This spring I sent for some of the 
hanging basket begonias and followed 
the instructions to the letter. I used 
the suggested dirt mixture, and took 
every precaution. Nothing happened. 
I had sent to another nursery for 
tuberous begonias, and they came 
about two weeks later than the hang- 
ing basket begonias. These instructions 
said to plant the hollow side UP. 
I had not known which way to plant 
my hanging basket begonias. At last, 
I read in one of my garden magazines 
that ALL tuberous begonias were 
planted hollow side UP. I dug my 
basket begonias, and you guessed it, 
they were wrong side up. I lost those 
but have had very good luck with 
the tuberous begonias, the ones with 
those few extra words, Hollow Side 
Up. 

I thought I would try caladiums 
this year, so I sent for some bulbs. 
The instructions were much the same 
as for begonias. They told the soil 
mixture, then said to give full sun 
to obtain the from the 
leaves. Yes, you guessed it again. I 
put them in the sunniest window I 
had, and the new sprouts were almost 
cooked. I have been working with 
them ever since. Now four of them 
are growing. I hope to save some of 
the others, but look at the time I have 
lost. I am sure now that they meant, 
put in full sun AFTER THE 
LEAVES HAVE DEVELOPED, but 
why couldn’t they have said so? 

I have a neighbor that has been 
gardening for about 30 years, and she 
planted her hanging basket begonias 
upside down too, so I don’t feel too 
badly about my mistake.—Mrs. D. M.

The Magnolia nigra, which blooms a 
bit later than Soulangeana, will favor 
us with its large tulip-shaped flowers. 
Cherries will be at the height of their 
bloom, mixed in with the red buds 
and plums. And I'll be busy potting 
up and repotting many annual flowers. 

All in all, a gorgeous month, in 
spite of occasional threats of frost and
